At the same 
instant two men stand at the door of 
the church and rapidly fire off double- 
barreled shotguns. In explanation of 
this they say it is to drive the devil 
away from the church. 


The country is a land of almost per- 


petual sunshine. The climate the year 
round is not surpassed on earth. It is 
dry, bright, bracing and invigorating. 
The scenery is wild, rugged, grand anc 
picturesque. 
The soil is sandy, bu1 


very productive by the aid of irriga 
tion. So the descendants of Columbus 
are gene rally sure of fair rewards for 
any agricultural exertions they 
choose to put forth.

Chaves families are the descendants of 
the agricultural and pastoral Spaniards 
whom the natives allowed to remain, 
M they had ever be«n on friendly terms 
with them. They still possess "all the 
facial and physical characteristics of 
the Spaniards, with ela«sical features, 
light bronze complexion, black eyes 
mad raven black hair. • They are a peo- 
pl* that would anywhere be considered 
be»«tifnl, especially the females. They 
»re not only beautiful but highly in- 
telligent, in striking contrast to many 
of the descendants of the original races 
of America all aronnd them. They are 
Tery qnick of thought an well as of ac- 
tion.

A CarkNis Experiment Recently Made In 


French Cochin Chin*. 


A paper published 
in Saigon, in 


French Cochin China, (jives an account 
of n. singular experiment recently raa.de 
in that colony with a. new means of 
motive-power. 


A French resident at the town of Ha- 


tien, a port on the gulf of Siem, con- 
ceived the idea that it would be per- 
fectly practicable to make the immense 
turtles, which are not uncommon in 
those parts, and which swim with no 
little rapidity, do service in druwingthe 
small tisliing-l>oaES. 


He purchased two large turtles at a 


cost of five dollars, a-nd fitted them out 
with harness and reins. Then he ob- 
tained a light open boat, alx>ut fifteen 
feet long, and attached his turtles to it 
by means of traces. 


Holding his reins fast, he set out on 


a little trial voyage with the turtle 
team. The. creatures paddled along 
very prettily, at a rate somewhat ex- 
ceeding the ordinary walking of a man. 


As they directed theircourse toward.1- 


the open sea, and as the weather was 
calm and beautiful, and the voyage ex 
ceedingly pleasant, it did not occur to 
the Frenchman to make any very thor 
ough test of his ability to guide the 
animals. 


Much delighted, indeed, with th. 


success of his experiment, he kept on 
and on, until he presently noted tha 
he was already a considerable distance 
out at sea, and that the -sun was set 
ting. 


The- interested navigator then at 


tempted to turn his team about, bu 
the turtles resisted any such movement 
They had evidently made up 
thei 


minds to go to sea, and they would no 
be dissuaded from their purpose. • 


The driver pulled his reins until h 


upset his turtles in the water; but a 
often as they regained the use of thei 
flippers, they set out again for the mil 
die of the sea. 


Night settled down rapidly. Luckil 


the inventor of the new mean's of ma 
rine traction had brought with him 
pair of oars, and as a- last resort he to<: 
a knife; wit his tugs, and let his sea- 
steeds, harness and all, go their way. 
O Then he rowed back laboriously to 
his village, lamenting his expenditure 
on the turtles, anil resolving1 not in try 
any further experiments in navigation.

proaching when the subordinate races 
will rise up and take the place of these 
decaying races. 
The Knglish race, 


both in America and Kurope, this 
writer maintains, has already reached 
its decadent period. The French and 
German race.s, also have attained tho 
summit of their greatness, and here- 
after must retrograde rather titan ad- 
vance. The great ruling races of the 


i world, this writer asserts, have had 
their day, and must now begin to make 
way for the inferior races, which have 
litherto remained in the back ground. 
In other words the civilized man of to- 
day may be the savage of some future 
generation, and the savage of to-xfcij', 
sometime in the evolution of the races 
of men, may come to the front and be- 
come civilized. It is a favorite theory 
with many, that races, like individual 
men, rise, culminate and decay. That 
none remain long stationary, and that 
all are either progressing or retrogress- 
ing. 


These previously inferior races are 


the people of South A-merica and the 
people of Africa. Some one, indeed, 
has said that no race can reaeh a high 
grade of civilization unless it lives in it 
land where the snow flies. But the his 
tory of antiquity disproves this. Nearlj 
all the great nations of the undent 
world inhabited warm climates. 


It is not probable that, if a revolution 


lil«e this is ever effected it will be. ef- 
fected in one generation, or in one cen- 
tury, or, indeed, in a thousand years. 
These great racial modifications havo 
been effected many times in the past. 
Jutithc change is a process of slow de- 
elopment. J 
At the beginning of the Christian era 
lie people who inhabited the present 
ountries of Oermany, F.ngland and 
Vance,were merely savage barbarians. 
The Iloinan civilization, which em- 
>niced the countries extending along 
he shores of the Mediterranean sea, 
vas a civilization in many respects of 
i high order. It was the proudest and 
nost confident civilization the world 
las ever known. And no subject of 
lomc in the early days of our Christian 
racould have been made to believethat 
he time would ever come when these 
»avage northern nations wouKl lay her 
iride in the. dust. 


But. yet the Roman empire, thegreat- 
st governmental structure ever reared 
jy mun, for mau3r centuries, has been 
no more. It was overrun and conquered 
>y the hardy and savage barbarians ot 
tlie north. 


These savage barbarians have, in 


:heir turn, become civilized, and from 
them has sprung the great modern 
countries of Europe. The Knglishman 
and American of to-day, the French- 
man, 
the German, and the, Scandina- 


vian are all descendants of men who 
were barbarians and savages when th* 
old Koinnn empire was in its vigor. 


Roman civilization in its turn re- 


placed Greek civilization—a civilization 
the highest in many respects that the 
world has ever seen. Ureek civilization 
supplanted the Persian, and the Per- 
sian supplanted the llabylonian audAs 
Syrian. 


So, it will be seen, that the world has 


thus far evolved by the alternations of 
civilizations. A dominant race is over- 
thrown by a less conspieuons one, 
which, in its turn, flourishes until it is 
overthrown by some other less conspic- 
uous race. 


And so the process has gone on. 


Whether it will continue to go on in 
thisway until the end of time, of course, 
the foresightof man can not determine. 
Hut if we, reason from the past the ar- 
ffument from analogy is strong that it 
will so continue. 


Of course this is nota pleasant theme 


for us to contemplate. None of us wish 
to have our race transformed into a de- 
cadent and dying condition. 


Hut the, way to avoid this is to make 


a study of the great empires of iintiqui- 
ty and note the causes that brought on 
their decay and ruin. 


Wo find that these great nations of 


ancient times were suppi^l by luxury 
iind enervate* by excesses. 
Men grew 


wealthy, luxurious and weak, and lost 
the strong and sturdy qualities that 
made their nation dominant. 
They 


emasculated themselves by weak, friv- 
olous and vicious indulgences, and so 
made themselves easy victims for the 
northern barbarians, who came down 
with vigor unvitiated and strength un- 
dinjiriished by excesses. 
If modern na- 


tioflSdo not wish to suffer the fate nf 
the ancient nations, they should tx1 
warned by their example and avoid 
their vices and their follies. 


In the meantime let the savage na- 


tions of Africa, and the partially bar- 
barous nations of South America, come 
forward. 
There may be qualities in 


these races which no civilization has as 
yet developed—qualities which have 
lain dormant for ages, but which, when 
they have once been developed, will im- 
measurably help along the progress of 
the world. 
Tx;t us hope that these 


races can advance without the retro- 
gression of any other ruces.—-S. \V.

NoteS and Comments. 


The hard times which came like a 


clap of thunder from a clear sky have 
wrought sad havoc with many a 
supposed to be solid institution. 
It 


is a gratifying sign, however, that 
the list of failures has grown pre- 
ccplibly less each day and a feeling 
of security has in a measure taken 
the place of the panicky state of mind 
which prevailed. 
To discuss the 


causes that lead up to thoniifoTtunate 
collapse of the money market is idle, 
but ono cannot refrain from thinking 
that: those who were so loudly clam- 
oring for good old democratic times 
are in a position to observe the effect 
of them, but hardly able to admire 
the benefits. The greatest maker of 
hard times is talk. People easily 
reason themselves into thinking that 
they and the country are going to 
smash, when the conditions do not 
indicate any such thing. All that is 
needed to help out the present fear of 
worse times is an attempt by cvcry- 
oneto refrain from any talk of danger 
to themselves or their neighbors' 
standing, and inspire by their own 
actions a confidence in their resources 
which they often have no reason to 
distrust. We have felt much less of 
the panicky times here than in other 
places. Our two banks are solid 
beyond question. They are doing- 
business on theirown money and are 
neither of them close corpora t ions of 
which the people know nothing. 
A large majority of the business men 
of town are stockholders in one or 
the other of our banks, and no fear 
of their condition can ever gain any 
credencehere. Ourlumber companies 
are all of them on u sound basis, and 
with all the mills and factories run- 
ning we really see no reason for 
thinking that Itliinelandcr is going 
to see hard times. We can go about 
our business as if there was no flurry 
in other places, and by fall when the 
President and the Democratic parly 
recover sufficiently from their fright 
to tell the country what policy they 
intend pursuing on the financial and 
tariff questions, the times all over 
will improve and M-e will none of ii.s 
be any the worse for the scare wh'lcli 
has followed tho action of the people 
in placing the administration of this 
country's affairs in the hands of a 
party which won its election by ad- 
vocating a policy which it dare not 
put into force for fear of even woi-so 
results.

The birthplace oi the author of the 


immortal poem was long a matter oi 
douit, and oven tho authorship of the 
beautiful linos was atone time, claimed 
by others. 
Hut in a speech delivered 


[n New York, in 18SS, ata public recep- 
tion given to him upon his return from 
Europe, ho stated that ho was born in 
New York in a small house oil Pearl 
street. A t thnt time he caused daguer- 
reotypes to lie taken of tho house, and 
several of these are yet in the posses- 
sion ot his relatives and frionds. 


The late \V. \V. Corcoran, a million- 


aire philanthropist who lived here to 
an advanced age. brought the body ot 
the deceased poet to America, and 
erected to liis memory the monument 
which occupies such a conspicuous i 
sitioii in the comotei-y. lit: had known 
young Payne, when lie commenced hi> 
career as an actor; knew the history o] 
his lite, and crowned his own honor 
able career by creating for tho poet's 
remains a Sweet Home in this beauti- 
ful place. Mr. Corcoran said that the 
first draft of the celebrated poem wa 
written in Paris and was sung by Miss 
Free in the opera "Cclari," iu London, 
in I8i:i. The original lines were as fol 
fows:

cxecutoi-s could ascertain. Mr. Cor- 
coran was Tery wealthy and reckoned 
not the cost of any good deed. 


It seems but yesterday that the fu- 


neral procession and ceremonies were 
held. President Arthur and all of the 
members ot his cabinet; military and 
civic societies; eminent and distin- 
guished citizens, not only of Washing- 
ion, but of cities and towns all along 
the Atlantic coast, united in this tardy 
effort to honor the memory of a man 
as good as he was great. The hillside 
was thronged with people, and the 
ceremonies concluded with the singing 
of "Home, Sweet Home" by one hun- 
dred Toices, accompanied by tho com- 
plete Marine band. 


The life of John Howard Payne wms 
homeless life: While friends were 


almost numberless, and appreciation 
of his genius was manifested during 
his lifetime as it seldom is done until 
after the lamp of life has gone out; yet 
he was a wanderer by choice, and well 
calculated by his environments tc 
write, the, lines which arc sung in cverj 
home and arc doubly dear to all who 
absent themselves from loved ones. 
His early education was -undertaken 
by his father, who was a professional 
elocutionist. 
He. developed a talent 


for journalism at an early age, and 
conducted a paper called the Thespian 
Mirror. The ability displayed in this 
venture attracted the attention of a 
wealthy gentleman in >Tew York, who, 
ut his own expense, sent him to Union 
college. 
Hut the boy entertained a 


love for the .stage, and after t\vo terms 
at college, when only eighteen years of 
ago. he appeared at the, old 1'ark thea- 
ter in the tragedy ot "Douglass,'' in 
Olio character of Young .Norval. Hav- 
ing been trained in declamation and 
elocution from his babyhood it- is not 
surprising that his first efforts were 
successful and evoked remarkable en- 
comiums from the critics of that time. 
His services were immediately in do- 
main.!, and he traveled with various 
companies in this country for four 
years and then went to London, where 
he was greeted as the American ICos- 
cius. liut the war of ]Sl!i occurred, 
nnd Americans were not then popular 
in England; so young Payne closed his 
histrionic career in the part ot Young 
Norvut, in which he made his first ap- 
pearance, upon tin; stage. 


Whether or not he could havo at- 


tained like eminence as an actor can- 
not l>e said; but his subsequent career 
as an author needs neither commenda- 
tion nor criticism. He ilevoloil his time 
and talents to dramatic writing, and at 
least two ot his productions will live 
forever 
as 
masterpieces, 
namely, 


"lirntus" and "Charles I!.,"one of them 
a tragedy, the other n comedy. That 
he was a hard-working man is evi- 
denced by the fact that he produced 
sixty-three pln,ys, seven of thorn bciug 
operas. He resided for several years 
in Paris aad adapted many i'reucli

eoTery by him of the great equatorial! 
lake Victoria Nyansa, npposed to be. 
the main head basin of Africa's mighty! 
river. This discovery waa followed! 
toon afterward by that of a second,: 
seemingly still larger, equatorial lake, 
the Albert Xyanza, which divided* th» 
honors of "Conqueror of the N lie" be- 
tween Speke and Sir Samuel Baker.; 
The progress of more modern African. 
exploration, while it has served in. 
many ways to bring about a tnerj 
knowledge of the mutual relations of 
these two large lakes than was known! 
to Speke and Baker, and to establish. 
the more positive claims of the Vic- 
toria lake, had not, until Dr. Ban- 
man n's Journey, answered the still sig- 
nificant question regarding the posi- 
tion of the headwaters of these lakes; 
In other words, the actual fountain 
head of the Nile had yet to be discov- 
ered. This is now shown to be on th» 
eastern face of the "height of land" 
vshich closely borders Lake 
Tan- 


ganyika on the northeast, the source 
of the Kagera, or Ruvuvu, a western 
and the most powerful tributary of 
the Victoria Nyanza. This position 
was reached by Dr. Jtaumann on tfiev 
19th of September last. With its source 
thus placed between the third and 
fourth parallels of south latitude, tho 
Nile trsiverses thirty-five degrees of 
latitude and becomes a close rival in 
length of the combined Mississippi-Mis- 
souri system of rivers.
